Sumpter Twp. 
Country Fest is 
Friday - Monday 


Some of the new features at the annual 
Sumpter Township Country Fest are the 
free Michigan Pedal Puller for children 
ages three to 10 at 2 p.m. on Saturday and 
later, at 7 p.m., the Michigan Mini Horse 
Pulling. Both events are at the arena. 

Michigan Pedal Pullers offer pedal tractor 
pulls for kids throughout Michigan. The 
age categories are: 3-4 years old; 5-6 years 
old; 7-8 years old; and 9-10 years old. 
They run the girls and the boys separately. 

A kids’ pedal tractor pull runs exactly like 
an adult tractor pull -- except with pedal 
power. The kids will be sitting on a pedal 
tractor with a weight transfer sled behind 
them and will pull the sled down the 
track pulling the weight up as they travel. 
Whoever pulls the most weight the furthest 
in that age category — takes first place. 

Every child will receive a participation 
ribbon, and they give placement ribbons to 
the top four places. 

And, a stilt walker will be part of the 
week end fun. 

Sumpter’s annual festival begins Friday 
at 4 p.m. with live music, with the carnival 
and beer tent opening at 5 p.m. 

On Saturday, the big parade begins at 
noon at Judd Road and proceeds south 
on Sumpter Road to the fairgrounds at 
23501 Sumpter Road. After the parade, the 
festival continues in full force. 

Animal Magic is scheduled to give 
presentations at 1 and 3 p.m. on Monday, 
Memorial Day, at the festival. 

There’s a baby contest, auctions and 
raffles, pony ride, more vendors than usual, 
Tribute to the Legends impersonators, and, 
on Sunday, a car show from noon to 4 p.m. 

A truck demolition derby is in the arena 
at 5:30 p.m. Sunday, followed by fireworks 
at dusk. 

An Auto-Cross/Demolition Derby is set 
for 6 p.m. Monday at the area.

Rotary student scholarships exceed half-million dollars 


On May 15, the Rotary Club of Belleville 
held its 73rd Annual Scholarship Program 
at the Wayne County Community College 
Ted Scott Campus. 

Seven scholarships totaling $32,500 
were awarded to Belleville High School 
graduates. 

Among revisions to the scholarship 
program this year was the creation of two 
awards in the names of past Belleville 
Rotarians: Donald D. Juchartz and Charles 
B. Cozadd. 

Mr. Juchartz, well known to all, from 
local farmers to community and national 
leaders, had a remarkable career in public 
service, sharing his horticulture expertise 
locally, nationally, and internationally, 
through consulting, broadcast and written 
media. He was also a dedicated Rotarian 
who exemplified the Rotary motto “Service 
Above Self.” 

Mr. Cozadd a respected attorney and 
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another committed Rotarian, was the 
contributor of the major estate gift that led 
to the creation of the foundation that makes 
the scholarship program possible. 

The Donald D. Juchartz scholarship was 
awarded to Nina Hardy and the Charles 
B. Cozadd scholarship went to Shelby 
Ostrewich. 

In addition to the above eponymous 
awards, the club provided two college 
scholarships in the area of Academic 
Scholarship to Davis Mears and Erika 
Nofz, two more for Community Service to 
Noah Copeland and Alexandria Long, and 
the award for Vocational Education to Alec 
Emerson. 

Belleville Rotary Club President Julie 
Hardy offered welcoming remarks 
including an overview of Rotary’s scope 
and purpose and invited those who are 
interested in learning more about the club 
to join them at 6 p.m. on Tuesdays for 
meetings at WCCC. 

Scholarship presentations were made by 
Belleville Rotarians Susan Richardson, 
Debra Juchartz, Rachel Kozlowski, Jerry 
Richardson, and Keith Bruder. President 
Hardy then presented keynote speaker 


Hon. Brian Oakley, judge, 34th District 
Court. 

Judge Oakley’s keynote presentation, 
directed primarily at the student awardees, 
encouraged the importance of striving for 
good character. He stated that fame and 
fortune may be nice, but probably aren’t 
the most important things in life. 

Examples of good character are: doing 
the right and honest thing when no one else 
is around witnessing, or treating people 
kindly and fairly when you have nothing 
to gain by doing so. He encouraged the 
awardees to seek and find their own moral 
code -- whether from a spiritual or secular 
source -- then live by it. 

He commented it is better to first hire 
people of character and then teach job 
skills than try to do it the other way around.

Sumpter Township 
passes Resolution 
on 48111 change 


A three-page Resolution, passed 
unanimously by the Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees at Tuesday’s regular 
meeting, is on its way to federal officials. 

The Resolution asks the U.S. Postal Service 
to formally restore the “Identification” of the 
48111 zip code area for the Belleville Post 
Office Service Area to the “reference that has 
existed for decades which was previously 
known as and which should continue to be 
known as: Belleville, Michigan 48111.” 

The Resolution also implores the USPS to 
notify them and discuss any future changes 
proposed. 

Sumpter Township resident Mary Ban is 
smiling. She has asked her township board 
to protest the recent changes to the 48111 
zip code that has her designated as living in 
Van Buren Township. She and others have 
had mail returned to sender and packages 
not delivered because of the snafu caused by 
VBT Clerk Leon Wright who unilaterally, 
without a vote of his board, got part of 
48111 changed to the Van Buren Township 
designation as an identity move for the 
township. 

The problem is some people who live 
in the City of Belleville and Sumpter 
Township have inadvertently been switched 
to VBT designation as well, affecting their 
prescriptions, voting, and deliveries of all 
sorts. It’s a mess. 

Hopefully, Sumpter will help those in 
Washington, D.C. notice all the travail in 
48111 and fix it. Hope springs eternal.

EXTRA THINGS | KNOW 


The Bayou will not be sponsoring a 
car show on Belleville’s Main Street on 
Mondays this summer. Belleville City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer announced 
the decision at the May 16 meeting of the 
Downtown Development Authority. 

People present at the meeting suggested 
another business or group could take over 
the popular event. 

At Monday’s regular city council meeting 
a representative of Johnny’s restaurant was 
present to propose that Johnny’s sponsor 
the car show, but have it on High Street on 
every Monday this summer. 

The mayor passed the proposal on to 
City Manager Diana Kollmeyer for a 
recommendation to the council. But, they 
won’t be able to start on June 4, as requested, 
because the council doesn’t meet again until 
June 4. 

We received a phone call early Tuesday 
morning telling us that loud noises, like a 
jack hammer, were coming from the library 
construction site at 6:30 that morning. The 
neighbor of the site said they were told 
construction work won’t begin until 8 a.m. 
daily. He was upset. 

I was at the drive-through at Chase bank 
last week and the lady in the car next to 
mine asked the clerk what was going on at 
that area that was all fenced in across the 
way. I couldn’t believe she hadn’t heard that 
a new library was being built. 

Sabrina Richardson Williams, treasurer of 
the Belleville DDA, let me listen to a call 
recorded on her cell phone telling her the 
police would arrest her if she didn’t call the 
IRS back immediately. The IRS doesn’t call 
and she knew that, but still, such a call is 
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unnerving. She said she called the Belleville 
police to find out if there was a warrant out 
for her arrest and they said no. They told her 
the call was a scam. Still, unnerving. 

That was last week. On Tuesday another 
lady, Sharon Rowanowski, called to report 
a cell phone call from the IRS saying there 
was a warrant out for her arrest and she had 
to call them immediately or she would end 
up in jail. 

Both women are sharing their experiences 
with us to warn the public about these calls. 
Don’t call them back and don’t send them 
money. They are scam artists. 

You can call your local police and tell 
them about your call and ask if they want 
to arrest you. When they tell you it’s a scam 
that can be comforting. 

We’re getting questions about the 
drawdown of Belleville Lake that is 
supposed to happen next year. I told VBT 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara that I had 
heard it had been cancelled and he said no, 
it was still scheduled. 

Matthew Best said the Environmental 
Commission had approved it and now he 
has tons of work to do to get it approved. 
He needs permits from the state and feds 
and others, he said. The last meeting of 
the Environmental Commission was in 
February, I think, so he’s had lots of time 
to get moving on this, if it is in fact going 
to happen. 

I remember Matt told the Environmental 
Commission that lakeshore owners need

lots of time to line up contractors for the fall 
of 2019 and those contractors are limited. If 
we are drawing down the lake, the lakeside 
property owners need to know for sure -- 
and soon. 

At Monday’s budget 
work/study session 
before the Belleville 
Council meeting, Kim 
Tindall was asking 
about getting rid of 
some of the surplus 
property the city owns 
to bring in money 
from the sale of the property and to put the 
property on the tax roll. 

Kim used to be an elected councilwoman, 
but she resigned so she could have a full- 
time job at city hall. I’m told she’s a great 
employee and they are happy to have her. 

Kim suggested sale of the Savage Road 
property, that she said was intended as the 
site of a new city hall, or even selling Village 
Park. When she was reminded the park was 
DDA property and was in the wetlands area 
that drained Victoria Commons so houses 
could be built, she backed off the park sale 
idea. 

The council has been looking at selling 
the present city hall property because it is in 
such a prime position. And city hall would 
move to -- where? It was suggested city hall 
could move to another place that was not 
new.

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Belleville City Council mulls how 
to get more money from taxes

The Belleville City Council says it doesn’t 
have enough money to run the city so it 
is considering ways to get more funding. 
There’s no more ways to cut, they said. 

At Monday’s regular meeting, members 
discussed asking voters for a Headlee 
Override, which would bring in about 
$225 400 in property tax revenue, after the 
DDA capture. 

That would cost a taxpayer $80.25 more 
a year if his house has a value of $50,000 
and a taxable value of $25,000. If the home 
is worth $250,000 and has a taxable value 
of $125,000, the taxpayer would have to 
pay $401.25 more a year. 

The city is allowed to levy 20 mills, but 
over the years the Headlee Rollback has 
reduced that to the present rate of 16.79 
mills. The Override would put it back to 
20 mills. 

This would be for one year. The voters 
would have to approve it yearly, if 
requested by the council. It could be on 
the November ballot and be levied on the 
winter tax bill. 

Another proposal is for a Public Safety 
Special Assessment on Real Property, 
which would bring $85,460 for each mill 
assessed. For a $50,000 home it would 
be an annual cost of $25 per mill. For the 
$250,000 house it would be $125 cost per 
mill. 

The city council has the power to levy the 
millage for a total of up to 20 mills without 
a vote of the people. 

When asked if a Public Safety Special 
Assessment would guarantee the city would 
keep its fire department, Mayor Kerreen 
Conley said there are no guarantees. 

The proposed $2.1 million budget for the 
2018-19 year is based on a property tax levy 
of 1.1 mills for general operating purposes, 
which would establish 18.1 mills. 

The proposals on the Headlee Override 
and the Public Safety Assessment are 
currently being discussed by the council as 
ways to reimburse the general fund’s fund 
balance after the city pays for the Doane’s 
Landing seawall repair and the public 
safety expenses. 

Mayor Conley said if the city took all 
the money it currently takes in on taxes it 
would still not be enough to pay for public 
safety expenses.

At Monday’s regular meeting, the 
Belleville City Council accepted the bid 
by E.C. Korneffel Company of Trenton to 
do the repairs on the seawall at Doane’s 
Landing park. 

Belleville Building Official Rick 
Rutherford and consultant McDowell & 
Associates studied the bids presented for 
the seawall and both agreed Korneffel 
should have the job based on its experience. 
Engineering consultant Hennessey also 
recommended Korneffel. 

“Korneffel is a well-established company 
with a long track record of similar 
successful projects,” Rutherford wrote in a 
memo to the board. 

He said the work will be done from the 
shore instead of the barge work of another 
contractor discussed at a past meeting. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer 
recommended using money from the city 
fund balance of about $2 million and then 
consider a Headlee Override and ear mark

it to reimburse the general fund balance for 
this project. Net income of approximately 
$80,000 per year would be collected. 

She said a Headlee Override requires 
language to be placed on a ballot and 
voted on with a favorable approval from 
the eligible voters. This language could be 
placed on the November 2018 ballot. 

She said State Senator Hoon-Yung 
Hopgood and State Rep. Kristi Pagan 
are working to get some state financial 
assistance to the city for this project. Any 
funding received from the state would 
also be used to reimburse the general fund 
balance, she said. 

She said the approximate time for the 
completion of the project would be two 
months, with construction to start in the 
late summer. 

As part of the motion passed, the council 
will ask the DDA to use its capital outlay 
line item of $44,000 in its new budget to 
help pay for the seawall repair since the 
park is in the DDA district.

Belleville attorney John Day was 
present representing four neighbors in the 
condominiums. He asked the city to work 
on a common solution. 

“I still have hopes it will be done 
together,’ said Rutherford. “So far we 
worked together ... I had hoped that the 
original cooperation will continue.” 

He said it would be inefficient for there 
to be two mobilizations if the condos used 
another company. 

“I would still hope there was cooperation 
there,” Rutherford said. 

Rutherford said in a meeting with 
Korneffel the previous Friday it came out 
that $45,000 of the total cost quoted was for 
the portion of the seawall behind the condos 
and the remainder is the city’s property.

“Township in the Spotlight” article related to the 
Township in the March 2018 edition of Michigan 
Township Focus, the official publication. 
Trustee Frazier is censured for her prior conduct 
in violation of the Ethics Policy and is removed 
from her position as the Board Representative 
to the Township Water and Sewer Commission 
and she is to conduct herself in an orderly 
manner at all meetings of the Township Board in 
compliance with MCL 42.7 (8). Board members 
opposed indicated that Trustee Frazier has not 
been found guilty of shoplifting, has apologized, 
has been an active participant on the Water and 
Sewer Commission, and has endured enough 
humiliation. Board members in support of 
censure indicated their desire to impose a penalty 
for violation of the policy within the limits of 
their authority, she had numerous opportunities 
to bring forth her arrest prior to the meeting of 
April 17, 2018, elected officials should be held 
to a higher standard and to not impose a penalty 


for violation would send the wrong message to 
Township staff and residents. Trustee Frazier 
indicated that she did everything she was 
supposed to, had apologized, that residents did 
not seem overwhelming concerned, that one 
mistake does not define your life, that she had 
withdrawn from attendance at the Michigan 
Township Association Conference to not cause 
embarrassment and that those supporting 
censure were being petty and vindictive. 

Miller moved to call the question, Frazier 
seconded. Motion Carried. 

Miller moved, Budd seconded to approve 
Resolution 2018-06 Public Censure and Penalty. 
Roll Call Vote. Yeas: McNamara, Budd, Wright 
and Miller. Nays: White and Martin. Abstained:

NON-AGENDA: No public comment was 
received. 

Clerk Wright responded to a previous comment 
by Trustee White indicating “there’s a bomb 
going to go off in this Board Room before too 
long”. Wright indicated that Trustee White had 
called him earlier in the week asking him if he 
had talked to the Supervisor about conversations 
he and the Supervisor had with a speaker during a 
training session at the MTA conference regarding 
municipal credit card use. Wright maintains 
that he has always adhered to the Township 
credit card policy specifically reimbursable 
expenses. Clerk Wright stated in the telephone 
conversation White threatened that if he did not 
drop his stance on the Frazier censure item that 
he would expose that Wright was in violation of 
misuse of the Township credit card under The 
Michigan Penal Code Act 328 of 1931. Wright 
has contacted the Township attorney for review 
and no violation of the Township policy and/or 
The Michigan Penal Code Act 328 of 1931 has 
occurred. White disputed the threat claim and 
stated there have been violations of credit card 
use in the Township that he has been researching 
and will be bringing forward. In White’s opinion 
the systemic abuse goes back years but if his 
research does not pan out it does not pan out. 
Clerk Wright announced a 1.9-million-dollar 
surplus in the 2017 final budget attributing 
the amount to an increase in total revenue and 
Departments throughout the Township coming 
in under budget.
